Reported Surrender of Gen. 


Luna to Gen, Otis, 


Officers of General Luna's Staff 


Confer with American Com- 


mander without Besults, 


Washington, April 28— General Otis 


cables this morning that the com- 
manding general of the insurgents has 
received from the insurgent govern- 
ment directions to suspand hostilities, 
pending negotiations for termination 
of the war and the insurgent staff 
officers are now on the way to Manila 
for that purpose. 


Remarkable Military Achievement. 
The text of the despatch, from Gener- 


al OO* follows: Manila, April 28. Ad- 
jutant General, Washington. 
After 


taking Calumpit General MacArthur's 
division crossed the Rio Grande nver 
in the face of great obstacles, driving 
the concentrated forces of the enemy 
back on the railroad for two miles. 
General MacArthur reports the cross- 
ing of the river was a remarkable mili- 
tary achievement, the success of which 
was due to the daring, skill and deter- 
mination of Colonel Funston under the 
discriminating 
control 
of 
General 


Wheaton, The casualties are slight, 
the number not yet ascertained. This 
morning the chief of Staff from 
the 


commanding general of the insurgents 
forces entered our lines and expressed 
admiration of the wonderful feat of the 
American army in forcing the river 
passage, which was thought impossible., 
The staff officer reports the insurgent 
commanding general has received from 
the insurgent government directions 
to suspend hostilities pending negotia- 
tions for the termination of the war 
The staff officer with his party is now 
enroute to Manila and will arrive soon. 
Lawton's forces are well in hand in 
the vicinity of Angai. east of Caiumpit, 
where he is waiting supplies to be sent 
tomorrow. Yesterday morning a force 
of 1500 insurgents attacked the troops 
at Taguig and was driven back by the 
Washington regiment. Our loss was 
two killed and 12 wounded."

Seeking Peace. 


Manila, April 28— The Filipinos seek 


peace. Colonel Manuel Argueleses and 
Lieutenant Jose Berral, chief of Gen- 
eral Lunas' staff, entered McArthur's 
lines, .bearing a flag of truce thia 
morning en route to Manila to confer 
with General Otis regarding the terms 
of surrender. The advances, however, 
were fruitless They told General Otis 
they were representatives of General 
Luna, who had been requested by 
Agumaldo to ask General Otis for ces- 
sation of hostilities in order to allow 
time for its summoning the Filipino 
congress, which is ready to decide 
whether 
the people wanted peace. 


General Otis replied he did not recog- 
nize the existence of a Filipino gov- 
ernment. There will be another con- 
ference tomorrow. 


Reception Given Agenu. 


The Filipino officers walked down the 


railroad tracks to the Kansas regi- 
ment's outposts at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
The Kansas captain In command 


escorted them to General Wheaton's 
headquarters, where they were provid- 
ed with horses and sent to the head- 
quarters of General McArthur. The 
latter invited them, to lunch and con- 
versed with them for some time. They 
refused to speak authoritively on the 
subject of their errand. Then they were 
esoorted to Manila. Arriving there they 
were met at the station by a carnage 
and driven to the palace. They at- 
tracted much attention. They were 
dressed in uniforms of checked blue 
and white cloth, straw hats and no 
side arms. The news of their arrival 
spread rapidly. The members of the 
Philippine 
commission and 
General 


Otto received them. At 5 o'clock they 
started to return. They did not look 
at all elated over the result of their in- 
tervlew with General Otis.

Manila, April 28-At Calumpit for 


the first time a large body of Filipinos 
attempted to face Americans on the 
open ground. They were commanded 
by General Luna in person. They were 
in excellent formation m extended line 
of battle, but no amount of drilling 
makes them stand the bullets They 
turned and fled from the town, barely 
escaping captura Twenty Filipinos 
met their conquerors with a flag of 
truce declaring they were sick of 
fighting and food was scarce. They ate 
the aimy rations greedily. Fifty Amer- 
icans were overcome by the heat. Col- 
onel Funston 
dropped utterly ex- 


hausted after the battle. The flames 
of the. burning villages give 
the 


horizon the glow of sunset. The heat 
is terrible. 


Fighting In tbe Jungle. 


The Washington regiment holding 


Taguig engaged a large force of rebels 
in the jungle yesterday. T?wo Ameri- 
cans were killed and 10 wounded. The 
Filipinos have been massing south, of 
Manila. They have mounted two guns 
and have thrown sheila into the Amer- 
icans' camp. 


Feeling at Washington. 


Washington, Apnl 28 —There is a feel- 


ing of profound relief on all smBS'ov&r 
the news from Manila. Tbe expression 
of gratification was not repressed by 
the announcement that there will be 
another conference tomorrow. /tt was 
remembered General Toral at Santiago 
did not surrender at the first instance. 
Several days were engaged in negotia- 
tions. In many respects the situation 
at uaiumpit is the same as it was at 
Santiago. The insurgents are in much 
the same condition as the Spaniards 
were—hungry and anxious to stop, but 
wish to avoid the humiliation of sur- 
render. Secretary Alger is highly grati- 
fied. He approved General Otis? reply 
to the Filipino delegation, and said 
he would not interfere with General 
Otis or the Philippine commission, or 
any terms they may make. The com- 
mission has full powers to arrange 
terms of surrender 
It will deal most 


leniently with the Filipinos when once 
convinced of their intention to cease 
fighting. 


Promotion for Col. Fnn*ton. 


The commission will not be technical 


or captious -as to terms. It will be 
made plain to the insurgents that no 
grudges will ba charged against them. 
They will not be punished in Spanish 
fashion by wholesale executions of the 
leading- spirits and they will not lose 
their property. It is believed a power- 
ful help to General Otis in bringingthe 
campaign to a successful issue uas the 
spreading among the rebels the belief 
in the promises of the American gov- 
ernment. It is believed the request of 
the Fjlipinos for time to summon the 
Philippine congress ia to avoid the 
direct -responsibility of surrender and 
save the pride of Agumaldo. The brav 
ery of the American troops is highly 
commended. It is stated at the war 
department that 
Colonel 
Funston 


would be given a brigadier general 
commission as a reward for his ser- 
vices in the various engagements, cul- 
minating in his daring feat of yester- 
day. It is also stated that both he and 
the two men, who crossed the river 
under the fire of the enemy, would se- 
cure medaJs of honor. High praise Is 
being given the volunteers as it ap- 
pears they were in every place where 
the fighting was going on. 


President's Congratulations. 


Philadelphia, April 28.—The president 


received a copy of the General Otis 
cable and Immediately 
forwarded a 


message of congratulation and thanks 
to the soldiers in the Philippines.

SHOT DEAD 


BY HIS WIFE. 


Sharon .Mass, Apul 28.—John P 


Ross, 50, was shot and killed by his 
wife, Mary E Rosa, at 7 o'clock this 
morning during a quarrel. His wife ad- 
mits the shooting, claiming self defence 
as the husband was choking her at the 
time. They were married a year. Sne 
is 49.

swimming the swift stream with a rope, 
under a galling An, tor the purpose of 
guiding the raft 


The men crossed in squads of 20 and at- 


tacked the left flank of the rebels, who 
scuttled, like rabbit*, into covered ways 
and trenches. 


Toe rent of the regiment was com- 


pelled to cross the bridge in single file 
alone the stringers. All the woodwork 
and much of the iron work had been re- 
moved. Th* Fir»t Montana regiment 
followed the Kansas across the bridge 


The Firat Nebraska regiment, acting 


as a reserve, attacked the rebels in three 
lin«g of trenches, driving them out, kill- 
ing 16 and wounding uuifry. 


In the meantiin»ylB^{«: body of Fili- 


pinos, estimated at^no fewer than 3000, 
led by General Antonio Luna, on a black 
changer, that was evidently coming to 
reinforce the rebels who were engaged 
with the Neixraskans, appeared in the 
open field about two miles to the left. 


Emerging from the jungle the enemy 


formed an open skirmish line, nearly 
two miles in length,, with very thick re- 
serves behind. They wien advanced at 
double quick, until th«y were about 2000 
yards from the American line, when 
General Wheaton ordered his troops to 
fire. 


The rebels, who were evidently un- 


aware that the Americans had crossed 
the river, broke and ran in the direction 
of Macabele. The other Filipinos fled 
toward Ajxalit station. 


The heat in the early part of the after- 


noon was terrific, but a drenching thun- 
der atorra which came l»te greatly re- 
freshed the Americans. 


General Lawton's advance has been a 


remarkable demonstration of the re- 
sistless energy which characterizes all 
his undertakings. The last troops form- 
ing his column only reached Norza- 
garay yesterday. The men were badly 
played out, as during the past two days 
they have dragged bullock caits over 
roadless jungles and through swamps, 
cutting their own way for miles. They 
will rest thre« days and then, with Col- 
onel Summer's command, consisting of 
th« Oregon and Minnesota regiments, 
the troops will resume the marcn west- 
ward, co-operating with General Mac- 
Arthur's forces in the important enter- 
prise. 


The ambulances, with a strong escort, 


are bringing General Lawton's wounded 
and a few of those who have 'been pros- 
trated by the heat across the country to 
th« railroad 


A report has gained wide currency 


among the volunteers that the govern- 
ment intends to ask that there be no 
fighting after Calumpit is captured, and 
that it is the intention to replace them 
at the front with regulars which ar« 
being brought here on board transports. 


The committee of Filipinos organized 


to mediate between the Americans and 
Aguineldo fears to approach the rebels 
after the refusal of the latter to receive 
the Spanish commissioners, who were 
bearing a white flag The committee, 
after consulting with the American 
commissioner*, proposed to tell Aguin- 
aldo that while no terjns except uncon- 
ditional surrender could be offered after 
the length to which tt»e war had beftn 
carried, they could assure the rebels that 
they would be treated according to the 
American traditions of leniency to the 
conquered, and that thete would 'be no 
punishments or confiscations of property 
if they laid down their arms. 


The leaders of the committee told 


United States Con«ul William* that they 
would go |f he would accompany them, 
believing the rebel* trusted Mr. Will- 
lam*. The latter, however, refused, 
having no authority in the matter. H« 
Mid: "I do not believe the Filipino* 
would narm me, but they might detain 
me for month*." 


Tb* American commission is ham- 


pered la !*• work ot enlisting the sup- 
port ot friendly Filipino* by the fear, ex- 
pressed by many at them, ttet the "an«- 
expansionists" may obtain control of 
th* American gwmnutnt and cau*» 
the withdrawal of tne American troop* 
frop the PalUppiiis,Mauds, thus, they 


lalm, leaving the natives who have a*. 


fitted the American* to* the mercy of 
Afulneldo'* follower*. Under the*e cir- 
cumstances men of property are re- 
luctant to fjik>the reault* of becoming 
jdvatiaed within* AAiertean regime.

In detective novels finger prints left 


by criminals, preferably in blood, play 
an important part, but truth seems 
stranger than fiction in the fact that 
the finger print system of identifying 
criminals in India baa been made so 
perfect that it would enable any intelli- 
gent person in a few mintitea to distin- 
gish the individual, if necessary, from 
all other persona now living in the 
world, or, if data were available, from 
all other persons who have lived since 
the creation of man. 


The system is simplicity itaelf, and 


there is none of tbe elaboration of proc- 
ess or the costly and delicate machinery 
required for the anthropometric system. 
All tbat is needed is a piece of tin, a 
eheet of paper and some printer's ink. 
The > iked impressions of the ten digits 
are taken and filed in the pioper com- 
partment of tbe proper pigeonhole, and 
it is on the classification of records and 
their distribution into the pigeonholes 
tbat the success of tbe system depends. 


Every finger mark shows lines of tbe 


"loop," or the "whorl" type, and by a 
simple table of tbe combinations of 
these types in the ten digits 1,024 main 
classes are made. These are again sub- 
divided according to minor details, and 
tbe subdivisions can be farther divided 
ad iufinitnm if necessary, but witb the 
table before him any person of ordinary 
intelligence can place bis finger on the 
corresponding card to a record in hia 
band within five minutes, no matter 
bow many tbonsand cards there may be. 


It is calculated that the cbances are 


about 64,000,1000 to 1 against any two 
persons having single fingers identical, 
and tbe chances against all ten fingers 
being identical go beyond mathematics 
altogether. 


Tie Power of Shakespeare. 


An old Latin saying, Landant qnod

Hovel Features of Campaigning 


With the Flying Brigade. 


MLTTABY METHODS OF FILIPINOS. 


Th«jjr Utter lack of the 


Faculty mm* Knovrledxe of tke Art 
of Offensive Warfare —How Their 
Slaughter Ocean—AmcrlcMn Regu- 
lar* au* Volunteer* Compered. 
The New York Post's correspondent, 


writing from Pasig, Philippine Islands, 
under the date of March 18, about cam- 
paigning in the Philippines, says: 


Campaigning in the Philippines with 


the flying brigade presents many fea- 
tures of warfare novel to the American 
soldier, as wen as the many tbat are 
common to the soldier's life in the field 
everywhere. The nature of the enemy 
and his methods of warfare are different 
from those usually met with when na- 
tions agree to disagree and seek to 
compel an agreement from each other 
under duress. His skulking instincts 
and bushwhacking proclivities require 
a modification of ordinary military 
methods and call for the injection of a 
modicum of plain horse sense into the ap- 
plication of accepted military theories. 


, In iny humble opinion, there has not 
,been enough of tbis at times, and much 
less has been accomplished than might 
have been by tbis time in consequence. 
The policy pursued has been marked 
with extreme caution and conservatism, 
well enough, to be sure, with an organ- 
ized army to contend with, but not so 
necessary when tbe undisciplined army 
of the insurgent government has to be 
dealt with. 


i I have been in tbe island nine months 
and have bad ample opportunity to 
study the Filipino's character, watch 
his military methods and observe his 
utter lack of the organizing faculty 
which is so strong a characteristic of 
the Anglo-Saxon. With an army three 
times the size of ours, two-thirds of it 
well armed and supplied with an abun- 
dance of ammunition, tbe insurgent gen- 
eral has not been able so to handle his 
force as to strike an effective blow any- 
where. True, he lacks cavalry and artil- 
lery, but he would not know how to 
handle them effectively if be had them. 
However, if he could concentrate 20,000 
men, and throw them against our lines 
at any point, he could break those lines 
and wall them up by tbe flanks in both 
directions; but tbis is just what be can- 
not do. Tbe Filipino does not possess 
tbe organizing faculty sufficiently to 
assemble and handle such a force as a 
unit. He seems able only to put arms 
in the hands of thousands of men and 
then let them fight as individuals and 
separate bodies as circumstances dic- 
tate. He does not understand tbe art of 
offensive warfare. His instinct and 
training are to fight always from cover, 
and this utterly unfits him for the 
offensive. 


Such being the case, the strictly de- 


fensive attitude of the American army 
during the past month, during which 
tbe four beet campaigning weeks of the 
whole year have slipped by unutilized, 
-has been an ultra conservative one. Tbe 
•movement now on foot, where 4,000 
men of all arms are being sent out ta a 
flying brigade to hit tbe enemy, cap- 
ture his strongholds and break up what 
organization he bap, might well have 
been begun a month ago, with men

running until he finds shelter behind 
another. He does remain behind his in- 
trenehments under the hottest fire nntil 
flanked or rushed ont, br.t he keeps 
down out of harm's way and fires over 
the top without rising np to see what 
he is shooting at and thus inflicts little 
damage. It is when he finally breaks 
cover and runs tbat our men get in 
their deadly work, shooting with the 
coolness, care and accuracy of the train- 
ed marksmnn. 


The troops show the greatest eager- 


ness to make every shot count and ex- 
pose themselves recklessly to accomplish 
it. They show a zest in fighting tbat 
makes it difficult to restrain them. This 
was illustrated by a remark made by 
General King on the morning of Feb. 
5, when the -Idahos charged the in* 
trenchments of the enemy near Santa 
Ana. 
It was his intention only to ad- 


vance a short distance, bat tbe men had 
been held in leash all night and until 
'the middle of the forenoon under a 
heavy fire, and when .told to advance 
they started on a rnn, witb wild" yells, 
for the Filipino intrenehments. General 
King saw that it was useless to call 
,them back, and, turning witb a smile to 
his staff, he said, "There, goes tbe 
American soldier, and all hades couldn't 
stop him." The result showed tbat the 
men knew by insfinct and long ac- 
quaintance with the Filipino ranch bet- 
ter how to fight bim than the general 
did with bis military theories, for they 
jumped the insnrrectoa ont of their in- 
trenehments and killed scores of them 
without losing a man, while if they had 
'made the cautious advance intended 
fohey would probably have suffered se- 
verely. This eagerness to fight is dis- 
played by the volunteers more than the 
regulars, for the reason tbat the volun- 
teers enlisted simply because they want- 
ed to fight, and the regulars did not 
have this as their'chief motive. 


The queotion of 'the relative value of 


volunteers and regulars,.settled so ad- 
versely to the former in the Cuban cam- 
paign, will bear further discussion in 


the Philippines. The volunteers now 
here are undoubtedly better troops than 
tbe new regular regiments' just arriv- j 
ing, and there is good reason for it. 
They bnve been under discipline and in 
the performance of active military duty 
for nine months, while .from two-thirds 
to three-fourths of tbe men in file regi- 
ments that have ^ just arrived or are on 
the way are recruits. The same was 
true of tho regulars that -came ont last 
summer, the Fourteenth, Eighteenth 
and Twenty-third. They had as many 


raw recruits in their ranks as did tbe 
volunteers, and they hare seen exactly 
the same service eince. It is admitted 
by all officers here tbat the volunteers 
are thoroughly seasoned troops snd equal 
to the regulars for all military purposes. 
A field officer, of the Seventeenth re- 
marked to me the second day after land- 
ing from the Grant and being quar- 
tered with the Oregon regiment: "I 
was highly pleased to see the guard 
duty performed by the Oregon regiment 
yesterday. It was the best I have seen 
since the war began." The men of the 
Twentieth looked on at the work cf the 
Waehingtons in their attack on Pateros, 
two days ago, witb astonishment, and 
said: "Just look at those men go. They 
don't seem to fear any thing." This was 
natural, for tho Washington have been 
doing that aort of thing for a month 
now, 
and most of the men who were 


watching them had never seen a battle 
until they were thrown into one the 
day before. The men who have been 
fighting here know that the way to 
fight Filipinos is to rush them. They 
have not tbe nerve to stand up against 
a line of blue shirts or brown coats 
sweeping down upon them with demo- 
niacal yells. They abandon their cover 
posthaste, and then th# slaughter .be- 
gins. When the new generals learn as 
much about the peculiarities of the 
Filipinos as the men in the ranks, the 
rnsbing tactics will be adopted at head- 
quarters. 


Yet, whatever may be said, compara- 


tively, of the old volunteers and the 
new regulars, there is n,pi intended the 
least intimation against the courage or 
natural soldierly qualities of the regu- 
lars who have just arrived. The Twen- 
tieth and the Twenty-second, after only 
ten days off ship, were put into the fly- 
ing brigade and went at once into the 
battle of Gnadalupe and behaved splen- 
didly. If they lacked the dash of the 
older troops, they did not fail to ad- 
vance steadily and use their rifles to 
good effect. For half an hour tbe Twen- 
tieth were under the hottest kind of fire 
and poured a steady stream of bullets 
from their exposed position in tbe open 
into the woods where the enemy was 
concealed, advancing steadily as they 
did so. The only difference between 
them and the .'troops that have been 
fighting here is that the latter would 
have charged and dislodged the enemy 
instead of advancing gradually. But 
the work was done. 


As I have said, the Filipino's mili- 


tary instinct is defensive. He surround- 
ed Manila with splendid earthworks, 
which he abandoned when advanced 
upon. When our lines were established 
and we sat down to wait for re-en- 
forcements instead of pushing the ene- 
my, he began the construction of in- 
trenehments at every vantage point 
commanding roads and rivers. These 
are not hastily thrown up works, such 
as our troops have been satisfied with, 
but splendidly built, about five feet 
high and.usually provided with safe ex- 
its. Bamboo sticks are driven into the 
ground, and dirt is thrown up against 
them, sometimes with a topping- of 
gunny sacks filled1 with earth and some- 
times with a row of stone blocks. Many 
of their works are made of stone blocks 
backed with earth, while others are 
simple earthworks with a ditch behind. 
As a rule these are concealed as much 
as possible by brush and banana leaves, 
and several of r,these masked defenses 
have been TUS up^n unexpectedly. Be- 
sides these artificialxworjjs, they utilize 
the dikes between nc^fields, where the 
embankment affords protection and the 
bamboo hedge tbat crests it screens 
them from observation. Thus concealed 
and using smokeless powder, they are 
usually able to do considerable shou Ling 
before their exact location is discovered. 


Another class cf defenses is found un- 


der tbe native nipa palm huts. These 
are set up from the ground on bamboo 
stilts from three to six feet, the space 
below the floor being an open resort for 
chickens, ducks and pigs. By building 
a little-foundation of rocks on two sides, 
this space is easily converted into a 
rifle pit, and with loose brush scattered 
in front it presents an extremely inno- 
cent appearance. One or two riflemen 
concealed in a pit like this can remain 
a long time undiscovered and might do 
a great deal of damage if they could 
shoot. Hundreds of these rifle pits have 
been discovered, many of them in active 
operation.

'NEW USE FOR X RAYS. 


Cnleatro rrotemmor'm Pimm to T*l«- 


graph by Them Oulr. 


Dr. H. P. Pratt of Chicago, who ja 


known as an X ray specialist, after ex- 
tensive laboratory experiments has dis- 
covered a plan for wireless telegraphy 
without which, he says, it can never be 
employed with success. His plan is to 
use the lines of force thrown out by the 
X ray as a wire on which the currents 
from the telegraph or telephone may 
travel and by means cf which they can 
be accurately directed. 
"Under tbe 


method employed in tbe experiments 
thus far made," said Dr. Pratt, "tbe 
currents cannot be accurately control- 
led, but diffuse and spread out in all di- 
rections. Tho impracticability lies in 
the fact that a message sent, for in- 
stance, to New York can be picked up 
at St. Louis or Cleveland or other in- 
termediate points. But with the X ray 
condenser tbe line can be sent direct 
and there is nothing to deflect tbe cur- 
rent carrying the message." 


Mr. Pratt is an experienced elec- 


frician. His plan for wireless telegraphy 
includes a high tower, so tbat the cur- 
rent may be thrown out in ratified air, 
where there will be the least resistance 
At the base of the tower he would have 
a RuhmkoiC coil sending a current of 
from 2,000,000 to 5,000,000 volts to tho 
Crookes' tube at the apex of the tower. 
The current of low voltage would be 
sent up a pole and out on tbe air*line 
made by the X ray apparatus.—'Chicago 
Times-Herald.

Mr. Lincoln was employed to 
defend it. Mr. Lincoln went to the 
most skilled architect in the city, in- 
quired how he spent his winter even- 
ings and received the reply: "If times 
are brisk, I sometimes work. Otherwise 
I have no special business." 


Mr. Lincoln said: "I have a patent 


right case in court. I want you as a 
partner and will divide fees. I know 
nothing about mechanics—never made 
it a study. I want you to make a list 
of the best works on mechanism, as I I 
don't suppose they can be purchased 
here. I will furnish the money, and 
you can send to Chicago or New; York 
for them. I want you to come to my 
bouse one night each week and give me 
instructions." In a short time be had 
witnesses to meet him, and they were 
thoroughly drilled. 


When the trial commenced, Mr. Lin- 


coln put his questions at the cross ex- 
amination so scientifically tbat many 
witnesss were bothered to reply. Wben 
his witnesses were put on the stand, so 
skillful were his questions tbat tbe 
court, the jury and the bar wondered 
how Abe Lincoln knew so much about 
mechanism. His witnesses could reply 
promptly. He gained the suit and a 
reputation such that Mr. Lincoln was 
sustained in every patent right case 
brought into that court up to the time 
he went to Washington. He went to 
Chicago, St. Louis, Iowa, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky and Michigan to try patent right 
cases, and the last year of his practice 
did little else.—Thomas Lewis' "Recol-

The British Pacific cable to the antip- 


odes, which, by reason of the offer of 
the Canadian government to bear five- 
eighteenths of the cost, is likely to be 
laid in the near fntnre, will run from 
Victoria or Vancouver, B. C-, to Fan- 
ning'islands. thence to the Fiji islands 
and then to Norfolk island. At Norfolk 
island the cable will branch, one line 
being laid ii> Auckland, New Zealand, 
and the other to Sidney, New South 
Wales. Tbe distance from Vancouver to 
Sidney is 6,824 miles. Fanning islands, 
which will be the first place at which 
the cable will stop, are about 3,Ii50 
miles from Vancouver, and this will be 
tbe longest stretch of cable ever laid. 
The line in its entirety will bo under 
British control. The original plans for 
the cable provided for a stopping place 
at Honolulu, but this feature was elim- 
inated, as it was felt that the line, 
which io being built for political and 
military reasons quite as ninch as for 
commercial purposes, should be subject 
to control by the British authorities at 
every station. The cable will coat about 
17,600,000. Of this Canada will supply 
about? |2,000,000, the imperial govern- 
ment' » similar amount, and the re- 
mainder will be contributed by tbe 
Australian colonies and New Zealand- 


Tbe line will be administered by a 


board, to be created by an act of the 
imperial parliament, and its profits and 
losses will be shared pro rata by the 
contributing governments. It is predict- 
ed, however, tbat the line will bo a 
Commercial success from., the start, as it

"I read a little interview not long 


•go," said a New Orleans grocer, 
"with a man who purported to give 
come particulars concerning the much ' 
talked of nonrefillable bottle problem. 
Be said, among other things, that there 
was a standing reward of $10,000 for a j 
practical solution, and I had to smile | 
to note how a fable, once set adrift, is 
continually vitalized ,by repetition. I 
happen to know something abont the 
bottle question, and I can state posi- 
tively and authoritatively that there 
has never been a reward of $10,000 or 
any other amount for such a device. 


"The. impression probably originated 


with a circular that was prepared years 
ago by a convention of northern distill- 
ers. It was designed for the informa- 
tion of inventors and stated briefly and 
clearly just what was essential to a 
practical nonrefillable bottle—what the 
working part should be made of, what 
tests it should be able to sustain, what 
it should cost in quantity, and so on. I, 
doubt whether there is now a copy of 
that circular in existence, but it un- 
questionably gave rise to the story that | 
the whisky men of the country were 
hot after a bottle that couldn't be re- 
filled and had offered an enormous re- 
ward for the same. 


"The Lord only knows how many 


lives have been wrecked by that yarn. 
Next to perpetual motion it has been 
the great Asylum feeder of the mechan- 
ical world. The problem looks easy 
enough on the surface and upward of 
60 patents have been taken out on dif- 
ferent devices, but none of them works 
under all conditions. The favorite 
scheme is a ball valve which would be 
closed automatically by pressure from 
above, bnt it is readily worked by a 
wire or an air pump. 


"At first the liquor men and makers 


of proprietary remedies that were 
largely counterfeited encouraged inv«st- 
ors in the line, but; after repeated fail- 
ures they finally came to tbe conclusion 
that tbe thing couldn't be done and 
have given it up altogether. Neverthe- 
less the cranks still persevere, and every 
now and then one reads of a new bot- 
tle that works like a charm. But you 
never gee them on the shelves, and I 
make bold to say yon never will."— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.

It is a pleasant conviction of old age 


that tba affairs of the world are not 
quite so important as they were a few 
years ago and that the ability for con- 
ducting them is going back instead of 
advancing. This commentary is sug- 
gested by the experience that the old 
political campaigner was relating to 
some of the legislative friends when 
they met at the hotel. 


"I don't suppose," said the veteran, 


"that the like ever happened in Michi- 
gan, before or since. There was a ro- 
mance involved, some of the greatest 
men the nation ever produced took a 
hand, a whole community was divided 
by the bitterest factional war, the ca- 
reer of an ambitions congressman was 
suddenly terminated, and yet the little 
federal position involved was not worth 
over $100 a month, if that much. It 
was a sort of a bloodless political duel, 
and I know of at least one participant 
that would rather have stood up and 
been shot at than to have lost. 


"It was right out here in the country 


where I was raised and brought up. 
There were only two prominent aspi- 
rants for the little office, but their rival- 
ry had stirred the town into a nutter of 
excitement from center to circumfer- 
ence- I think political interest is more 
general in the country than in tbe city, 
and in those days the individual was 
more assertive, more appreciative of 
the supreme rights of citizenship, be- 
cause he had not been suppressed by 
machines, combines, rings and bosses as 
he is now. The churches were internally 
divided on this issue, social bees were 
turned into debating societies where 
feeling ran high, the war was carried 
into the local paper by heated corre- 
spondents, the store and the postoffice 
were largely monopolized by the dis- 
putants, and some very old friendships 
were strained to the uttermost. 


"I was very much infatuated with 


the pretty daughter of my candidate. 
Now that I can view the situation more 
calmly, I realize that he was my candi- 
date because she was his daughter, but 
wild horses couldn't have drawn such 
a confession from me at the time. His 
opponent also had a pretty daughter, 
and she, too, had an admirer, who was 
a stanch supporter of her father in his 
time of political need. These two girls 
were rival belles, and Tom Barter and 
I were regarded as among the most ef- 
fective political herdsmen in that local- 
ity. You can understand how much 
feeling could be stirred up with such 
elements of discord. Farmers neglected 
things at home to wrangle or listen to 
others wrangle. Some of tbe women 
quit speaking and said very unkind 
things of each other. The young people 
were as distinctly divided as though 
lined up in opposition at a spelling 
school, and there was more genuine 
temper displayed than in any presiden- 
tial campaign we had ever gone 
through. 


"Now, I was not alone in my admi- 


ration for the daughter of my candidate. 
There were others, and several of them. 
I had never felt secure enough to ven- 
ture a proposal and was passing through 
a very trying'period of uncertainty. 
One afternoon as I was walking rapidly 
by her house I found her leaning over 
the gate and looking disconsolate enough 
to cry. 'Tom Barter's going to Wash- 
ington tomorrow,' she said abruptly. 
•You know what that means?' 


"Lovers think quickly, when capable 


of thinking at all 'I should think he 
would go under the circumstances. It's 
bis duty.' 
" 'They I suppose father might as 


well dra w out,' and there were tears in 
her lovely eyes. 'Oh, if I were only a 
man!' 
" 'I'm thankful you're not,' I laugh- 


ed, and there were two of us leaning on 
the gate. 'I'm- going to tell you some- 
thing that I have never confided to an- 
other person.' This was strictly true, 
for I had never thought of it Mil that 
minute. 'Please don't mention it to a 
living person, not even to your father, 
for it might defeat all onr plans. I go 
to Washington tonight, Hattie. I have 
everything ready. I'll tais the train 
from the aide opposite the platform, and 
no one will be tbe wiser nntil some 
time tomorrow. Did it ever enter that 
wise little head of yours that I'd allow 
Tom to get tbe start of me or give you 
anything to cry over?' 


"Her eyes sparkled, roses came to 


her pale cheeks as if by magic, she 
turned a glad face toward me and— 
well, who wouldn't t In my eagerness I 
had perpetrated a regular schoolboy 
smack, and a frightened robin darted 
out of the cherry tree over onr heads.

Palace and Hovel. 


Probably in Constantinople, which 


has been described as the "city of hov- 
els, '' there is a greater contrast between 
the public and private buildings than 
in any other city in the world. The 
streets are narrow, tortuous and dirty, 
and even the better class of private 
houses are mean in comparison with 
those of a similar class in other conn- 
tries. On tbe other hand, the mosques 
and palaces are magnificent in size, de- 
sign and materials of construction, 
most of them being of marble, white or 
gray. The seraglio is one of tbe most 
splendid buildings in Europe. 


Berlin is a close second in this re- 


spect, boasting the finest street in En- 
rope. Unter den Linden and its public 
buildings will compare favorably with 
those of any otfier capital, bnt its slums 
•nd tenement houses are squalid and 
filthy in the extreme. Another city 
which is close in tbe running is Lisbon. 
When it was rebuilt after tbe earth- 
quake, the public buildings were built 
on a scale by no means justified by the 
finances of the country, while the pri- 
vate buildings bad to be erected in ac- 
cordance with their owners' means.

the neck is left free. As may be imag- 
ined, tbe animal struggles with all its 
might against this stretching, till, after 
days of vain endeavor to free itself 
from the bands and its position, its 
powers of resistance are overcome, and 
a dull resignation, broken only by its 
low cries, takes possession of it. Two 
months must pass away before death 
brings relief. 


The animals are meanwhile crammed 


with dumplings made of dough of buck- 
wheat, chestntits and stewed maize. 
Every two hours, six times a day, they 
receive from three to five dumpling 
pills, which in time become so sweet to 
the tortured creatures that they stretch 
their necks to be crammed.

Klrksvllle, Mo., April 28.—A storm thai 


had been threatening all the afternoon 
broke upon Kirksville at 6:20 o'clock last 
night in ail the fury of a cyclone. 
A 


path a quarter of a mile wide and as 
olean as the prairie was swept through 
the eastern portion of the city, and 400 
buildings, homes and mercantile houses, 
were levelled to the ground in scattered 
ruins. 


In the heavy rain that followed the 


people who had escaped turned out to 
rescue the injured. For two hours not 
much was accomplished, a* all was con- 
fusion, but by 8 o'clock 25 dead bodies 
had been taken from the ruins. It is 
expected that the list of dead will reach 
between 50 and 60, if it does not exceed 
that. Almost 1000 people were more or 
less injured. An adequate estimate of 
loss of life antl property cannot be faSti 
before noon. Each blanched face re- 
ports a new calamity. 


Intense darkness prevailed after the 


eyclone, and the rescuers were at a dis- 
advantage for a short time until fire 
broke out in a dozen places in the ruins^ 
and shed light over the scene. No at- 
tempts were made to extinguish the fire; 
partly because the rescuers had no time 
and partly because of the need of light. 
On both sides of the storm's path the 
debris was piled high and burned 
fiercely. In all probability a number of 
bodies have been incinerated. 


The storm first stiuck the eastern por- 


tion of the city near that part occupied 
by the boarding houses of the students 
of the American school of oeateopatby, 
state normal school and 
McWard's i 


seminary. It was just supper time for 
the students, and it is thought very I 
probable that the list of dead will be well 
filled with students, as a large number of 
these boarding houses were demolished. 
As far as known these three institutions 
of learning escaped the storm. The 
storm then went northwest and wiped 
out Patterson's nursery, pulling the 
trees out of the ground and hurling them 
through the city. 


A second section of the cyclone fol- 


lowed the first, 20 minutes later. It came 
as an Inky black cloud widely distributed 
and covered the whole town, but passed 
above the houses, doing no material 
damage. It undoubtedly struck the 
ground a few miles out of Kirksville. 


A tornado, probably the same one that 


swept over Kirksville, also struck New- 
ton, a small town in Sullivan county, and 
caused terrible destruction. 
It is re- 


ported that 15 people were killed in the 
city, and that many others were killed 
in the country near there. 
A great 


number of buildings were blown down. 
Heavy rain followed the tornado, adding 
greatly to the damage. A Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad bridge is 
said to have been washed out. 
Only a 


partial list of the casualties can be ob- 
tained.

Bad For Chambers. 


Washington, April 28.—It ha* been felt 


proper to admonish Admiral Kautz to be 
more careful either in writing such let- 
ters as that published from Cincinnati 
or in guarding his Utters from publicity, 
and a letter of that character has been 
addressed to him.

Internal Revenue Bureau Will Be as Lenient as 


Possible to Innocent Purchasers. 


Washington, April 28.—Commissioner 


Wilson of ,the internal revenue tmreau 
has sent a letter to collectors of internal 
revenue regardu'g the disposition of 
cigars made and stamped by the Lan- 
caster, Pa., stamp counterfeiters. Xhe 
letter says: 


"Referring to seizures of cigars from 


Jacobs & Co.'s factory, No. 3741, and 
Kendiig's factory, No. 459, Ninth district 
of Pennsylvania, you are informed that 
as 5s are tbe only denominations known 
to have been counterfeited, you may re- 
lease the cigars covered by stamps of 
other denomThations, which are regular 
and in the hands of innocent people. The 
cigars can be left in the custody of the 
parties from whom seized if they are re- j 
sponsible, pending further ection. In- 
nocent holders, who have purchased 
cigars and paid for same, will be treated 
fairly and reasonable offers in com- 
promise accepted. When stamps are un- 
doubtedly genuine the cigars may be re- 
leased without delay." 


The letter shows the distinction be- 


tween the genuine and the counterfeit 
stamps, amd further says: 


"Parties owing Jacobs & Co. and W. L. 


Kendig for oigars purchased have been 
advised not to pay such bills, and you 
will take prompt steps to attach and 
hold moneys thua due on account of in- 
d^btedness to the government fox taxes 
evaded." 


' Copper CbnsolidSuon. 


New York, April 28.—The Amalga- 


mated Copper company, a combination 
of a number of the principal copper con- 
cerns in thp country, effected organiza- 
tion in Jersey City yesterday. The capi- 
talization is $75,000,000. The charter al- 
lows the company to mine, smelt and 
mill copper and also gold, silver and 
other metals.

The din- 
ner was, IB many rwpecta, the most suc- 
cessful ever given by the club. Covers 
were laid for 386, *nd had there b«en 
room probably twice this number of 
tickets would have been sold. Preced- 
ing the dinnei the guests held a recep- 
tion. The guests filed into the banquet 
hall to the strains of the "Stars and 
Stripes." C, L. Magee was chairman at 
the dinner ta/ble and Clarence Burleigh, 
city attorney, wa* towtmaster. Major 
General Wheeler responded to the toast, 
"Grant." as follows: 


Calm and beautffii! fnTTrriorning ot 


July 23, 1886, dawned on Mount Mc- 
Gregor. 
AH nature seemed subdued. 


The rays of the risen aun rested upon the 
green hills and mountains of Vermont, 
upon the placid waters of Saratoga lake 
and upon the cottage where the life of 
the greatest man of the nation was slow- 
ly ebbing away. 
Ulysses S. Grant was 


in the immediate presence of the foe 
whom none may conquer, the only foa 
to whose might the great warrior had 
ever succumbed. For nine long months 
had he gazed undaunted into the face 
of death, keeping him at bay with one 
hand, while with his pen in the other 
he bravelv finished the work that would 
make provision for the beloved wife and 
children he should leave behind him. 


A few moments after 8 o'clock the 


"silver cord was loosed, the golden 
bowl broken" and the spirit of the pa- 
triot-warrior had returned to the God 
who gave it, and erethesuuhad climbed 
midway. _to the zenith, the electric wires 
had told the people in the uttermost 
ends of the earth that General Grant 
was dead. 
In every city, town and 


hamlet in our land heads were reverently 
bowed, and sorrow and sympathy were 
expressed in every countenance. 


The southern papers all wrote of the 


man who 20 years before had compelled 
the surrender of their armies, and the 
crushing of the cause freighted with all 
their hopes. 
And southern cities tolled 


their bells in token of their mournful 
sympathy. 


But "sorrow endureth for a night, and 


joy cometh in tfle morning," and now 
that grief and mourning have claimed 
their tribute, we meet tonight to cele- 
brate the birthday of Grant, the mag- 
nanimous, whose memory we delight 
to honor and reverence, recognizing him 
as one of the nation's 
"immortals," 


whose memory will be cherished to- 
gether with that of the father of out 
country. 


Seventy-sev'en years! 
Almost two- 


thirds of the life time of the nation have 
come and gone, leaving their records 
of events that fill the pages of history 
since a boy destined to shine forever on 
one of the brightest of these pages, first 
saw the light of day in a small village 
in Claremont county, O. His colonial 
ancestor emigrated from Devon, Eng., 
to Dorchester, Mass., in 1G30, removing 
after five years to Windsor, Conn. Noah 
Grant, one of his descendants, grand- 
father of the hero, whose birth we cele- 
brate tonight, served during the revolu- 
tion, and afterwards removed to Penn- 
sylvania, where General Grant's fa- 
ther and mother ^\ere both born, their 
respective families removing later to 
Point Pleasant. Jesse Rout Grant and 
Hannah Simpson were married in 1821. 


The next year, on April 2T, a son was 


born. 
Hiram Ulysses was the first 


name given to the future hero. 


Always called by his second given 


name, by some error he was named by 


' his congressman to the secretary of war 


as Ulysses Simpson, so his commission 
for West Point was made out, and so 
his name remained. 
Cadet Grant re- 


(i ived a brevet second lieuteaani com- 
mission in 1843; served with peculiar dis- 
tinction in Mexico, being in every bat- 
tle save that of Buena Vista. 


Returning from Mexico, he received a 


furlough, married Miss Julia T. Dent 
in 1848, continuing in the army until 
1854, whan he resigned his commission, 
and took up his residence on a farm 
near St. Loulx. He seemed to have met 
with little success in civil pursuits, and 
In 1860 removed to Galena, where he 
became associated with his brothers in 
the leather trade. 


' On April 19, six days after the fall of 
Fort Sumter, he had gathered a com- 
pany, began to drill them, and offered 
himself to the governor oMllinols. So 
modest and unobtrusive was Oapttfin 
Grant that his old service seems for a 
time to have been lost sight of. 
The 


story of his military career has been 
rehearsed over and over. 
All are fa- 


miliar with his success in the west, and 
there first looms up the generosity of hit 
character. 


And his generosity to his defeated 


countrymen has made its indelible mark 
on the character of the American sol- 
dier, as shown by their conduct in the 
war with Spain, when their treatment 
of the enemy's wounded and prisoners 
gained world-wide admiration. It was 
the generous magnanimity of Grant, after 
compelling the surrender of the Con- 
federate armies, that did more to bring 
about a reunion of the states than 10,- 
000,000 troops could ever 
have 
ac- 


vomptished. 


The modesty of Grant's character was 


most singular, and in this day of sham 
and pretense most wonderful. E\ ident- 
ly his early life and 1W hardships and 
deprivations had taught him the true 
balance of earthly things. After reach- 
Ing the dizsy heights of fame, and in 
his journey around the earth, standing 
as their equals among the crowned 
heads of the world, honored and ap- 
plauded, he remained as unobtrusively 
retiring as when he entered upon hia 
great career, and It is the utter absence 
of all shadow of egotism that makes his 
memories so unique a production. 


In closing Ms remarks. General 


Wheeler painted the personal character 
of General Grant, whom he spoke of as 
"loyal te God, to country, to friends, to 
all his undertakings-" 
His determina- 


tion was unconquerable, hia spirit con- 
genial tewarAs those whom he trusted. 
Two names, sale" O*n*ral Wheeler, 
would go down to ages yet to come side 


nous in victory; Lee. than wkemlio 
greater ever survived Defeat" Oraat 
deserved his renown in «ach of bis char- 
acter as "patriot, warrior and states- . 
man." 
His family life was one of de- 


votion, tenderness and love, his great 
desire and end after Appomatox wa> a 
reunited nation. 


General Wheeler concluded by recall- 


Ing Grant's remarkable prophecy: 
"At 


some future day tbe nations of the 
earth will agree upon «om« sort of con- 
gress which shall take cognizance of 
international quesUons of difficulty, aud 
whose decisions will be as binding aa 
the decision of the supreme court Is 
upon us." 


"Whether this be prophecy," General 


Wheeler said, "at least It shows that his 
finger was on tbe pulse ofth e acre."

Over and beyond all else in their live* 
was that consecration to duty in their 
country's service that set Its triumphs 
and its glory beyond all risks or exposure 
to themselves and thrilled their hearts 
and nerved their arma for the battle. 


The war through which the nation has 


just passed has shown that her sons have 
been faithful to their inherited tradi- 
tions, and that the safety and welfare 
of our people are secure in their keeping. 
Let us hope that the peace it accom- 
plished may be lasting1, and that the two 
nations may under God'e provid-ence 
march forward in undisturbed amity 
and friendship for the future. 


I do not recall in history that a nation 


ever before declared war upon another 
and the day following blockaded the 
enemy's ports. Such was the condition

Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, April 28.—There was a long 


debate in the house yesterday over the 
bill for state inspentors of nurseries, but 
the bill was finally passed. 
Lively op- 


position was made by a few house mem- 
bers to the bill for a $500,000 appropria- 
tion for state highways. 


The committee on ways and means re- 


ported a bill providing that the com- 
mission on Inland fisheries and game 
shall consist of five members, tsvo mem- 
bers in addition to those now serving, 
to be appointed by tha governor, one for 
five years, and the other for four years, 
their terms to begin Oct. 1 of this year, 
and their successors to be appointed for 
terms of five years. Any member may 
be removed by the governor. The chair- 
man of the board is to be appointed by 
the governor on Oct. 1 of each year, and 
he is to receive a salary of $1800 per year. 
The other members are to receive $5 per 
day for each day actually employed, and 
travelling expenses. 


Bills for the incorporation of the Y. 


M. C. A. of Haverhill and to amend the 
charter of the city of Chelsea were en- 
grossed under suspension of the rules. 


The committee on public service re- 


ported a new draft of the bill for the 
appointment of a commission to equalize 
the salaries of county and" judicial offi- 
cers. 
The commission is .to consist of 


five persons, to be appointed by the 
governor this year, and a similar com- 
mission is to be appointed every five 
years, beginning this year. 


In the senate the committee on the 


judiciary reported a bill providing that 
any officer who wilfully delays the ser- 
vice of a warrant for arrest or a search 
warrant shall be fined $50. 


Th'e same committee reported a bill 


providing that no justice of the peafte 
shall solemnise marriages unless he ia 
a city or town clerk, a city registrar or 
assistant registrar, clerk of courts or 
assistant clerk of court, or has been 
designated by the governor. The gov- 
ernor may designate justices in each 
community, one for every 5000 inhabi- 
tants, who may not act until they have 
received a certificate from the secretary, 
fee $5.

TRAINING A PARLOR MAID. 


When training a young parlor maid, 


it is necessary at the outset to impress 
upon her the importance of making the 
dining room table as attractive as pos- 
sible for every meat,- If no flowers are 
procurable, let the|Tj place be raken by 
little ferns in inexpensive but decora- 
tive pots or a bowl of ferns placed in 
the middle of -the table, and for dinner 
a pretty center spread helps to produce 
a satisfactory effect. The maid should 
pay attention to the little details of the 
table, such as the rearrangement of the 
salt after each meal, the replenishment 
of cruets and the wiping of sauce bot- 
tles when necessary. When silver or 
plated saltcellars are used, the con- 


ori the outside of the knives a large 
spoon, If soup is to ,be served, and a 
dessertspoon for the sweet. Beyond the 
arrangement of knives the glasses 
shoulll stand—one for sherry, another 
for jclaret and a tumbler are usually 
sufficient for a small dinner.

Tablespoons are not now plac- 
ed at the corners of the table, but two, 
with the- bowls in opposite directions, 
should be laid in" the middle between 
the saltcellars at the top and bottom 
of the table.

Mix 
well and pourtn sufficient beaten egg to 
bind the flsh, Take about a teaspoonful 
of the mixture at a time and- with 
floured hands mold it into a little roll. 
Have* rtady 'sbme potato paste which 
has been rolled out to rather less than 
half an inch in thickness, cut it into 
square pieties of a suitable size and 
wrap the flsh rolls neatly up In it, mois- 
tening the edgts of the paste so that 
they may adhere. 


Dip ths rolls into beaten «gg, then Into 


fine, drf bread crumb*; let them stand 
for about naif an hour, and then fir 
them la plenty «f bollmg fat. For toe 
paste, "font htl' * PW>d of mashed po- 
tatoes, which have been passed through 
a sieve, with six ounces of flour and two 
ounces of butter or clarified dripping; 
season with salt and pepper, -tnd add 
enough beaten eggs, mixed with a little 
milk, to make a light paste.

BRAISED CELERY. -"Take throe or 


four heads of celery, Cat off all the' green, 
wash them carefully In several salte^ wa- 
ters and cut to a uniform size. Have 
ready in a sufficiently large stewpan some 
boiling salted water, plunge, the celery in 
and parboil tallow from 10 to 12 minutest, 
then take out and drain. At the bottom 
of a clean stewpan .spread some trim- 
mings of bacon cut up small, fry the cel- 
ery lightly in this for three or four min- 
utes, afterward moisten with" some good 
rich stock, add a few cloves and pepper 
seed and cook gently ,until quite tender. 
Remove the celery, drain, place carefully 
on a dish and keep hot. Skim the fat off 
the sauce, strain it, add a. small piece of 
butter kneaded in flour and boil rapidly 
until reduced tu one-half the original 
quantity. Pour over the celery and serve.

APPLE PUDDING.—Half a pound of 


biead crumbs, the grated rind of a lemon, 
half a pound of apples, sugar and butter. 
Peel and slice the apples, put alternate 
layers of apple and bread crumbs in a ba- 
sin or pie dish and add a little butter and 
sugar to each layer. Cover with the ap- 
ple peels to prevent the top from burning 
and bake for about three-quarters of an 
hour. Remove the peel, turn out the pud- 
ding and serve at once with boiled custard 
poured round. 


Cauliflower Sou*. 


Wash two small cauliflowers thor- 


oughly and leave them in cold salted 
water for half an hoUr.' PUt one ounce 
of butter into a stewpan and when it is 
melted put in the cauliflowers after 
dividing them into small pieces. Add a 
pinch of salt, a little white pepper, a 
sprinkle of curry powder (about a small 
saltspoonful) and a dust of powdered 
sugar and let the cauliflowers simmer 
gently (the soup will be spoiled if they 
are allowed to fry) for ten minutes; 
then add a large teaspoonful of flour, 
mix it smoothly with the butterand pour 
n gradually, stirring'all tho time, a 
quart of milk. Caver the nan and let 
he vegetables co6k slowly until they 
are very tender. Strain the soup aad 
pass the cauliflowers through ,a fine 
sieve and replace in the stewpan. As- 
certain that the soup has sufficient aalt 
and pepper and as soon as it is hot 
serve It with fried sippet*.

This will not 
touch the printer's Ink, hut It will cftace 
writlnr Ink and other stains. 


A UO/WS HAIR. 


A woman's hair should be one of her 


most beautiful features, but to keep it 
so necessitates a certain amount of at- 
tention devoted to it every day without 
omission. Undoubtedly the hair is in 
sympathy with the state of the mind 
and body and enjoys its health accord- 
ingly, though sometimes one finds it 
"coming off" when perfectly well. But 
this need not alarm. It is only a nat- 
ural process, like. leaves falling from a 
plant. Their day is done, and they fall 
away that the new ones may receive 
more nutriment. 


A ten minutes' brushing every night 


should keep tho skin of the head 
healthy and give a better gloss and 
wave to the hair than any advertised 
patent. After the brushing do not bind 
up the hair tightly, as the unconscious 
movements on the pillow cause it to 
break. Leave it perfectly loose and let 
the night give it the relaxation which 
it deserves after the fashionable da- 
mands of the day.

It is a mistake to wash the head of- 


tener than once in four or six weeks.

A visit should be paid 
to the hairdresser once a month to have 
the ends snipped. If it. continues to be 
in' a poor condition, strict rules as to 
diet and exercise ought to be kept, and 
a course of compound sirup of hypo- 
phosphates will improve the tone of 
health.

children says: "There is nothing more 
irritable to a cough than coughing. For 
some time I had been so fully assured 
of this that I determined, for one min- 
ute at least, to lessen the number of 
coughs heard in a certain ward in a 
hospital of the institution. By the 
promise of rewards and punishments I 
succeeded in inducing the children to 
hold their breath when tempted to 
cough, and in a little while I was myself 
surprised to see how s»ome of the chil- 
dren entirely recovered from the dis- 
ease. Constant coughing is precisely 
like scratching a wound on the outside 
of the body—so long -as it is. done the 
wound will not heal. Let a person when 
tempted to cough draw a long breath 
and hold it until it warms and soothes 
•very air cell, and oomc benefit will 
soon be received from this process. Ac- 
cording to this, the inoessant coughing 
which it so irritating sometimes during 
a sermon and which must be very try- 
ng to the preacher is preventable."

Plan for Berkshire Celebra- 


tion of Labor Day to 


be Held Annually, 


CENTRAL LABOR UNIONS TO UNITE 


CommittM Appointed to Propose the 


Plan at Local Meeting Last Eve* 


ning. Growth of the Union and 


Larger Quarters. 


An interesting meeting of the Central 


Labor union waa held last evening, al- 
though there was little new business 
brought up. The chief matter of im- 
portance was in regard to a proposed 
observance of Labor day, which comes 
the first Monday in September. A com- 
mittee was apopinted to meet with a 
committee from the Pittsfield Central 
Labor union, to discuss the advisabil- 
ity of a joint observance of the day in 
some way. 


It is also proposed that the subject 


be suggested from this city of forming 
a permanent county organization of the 
unions throughout Berkshire for the 
purpose of celebrating Labor dav an- 
nually. The proposition will be simply 
in regard to adopting some sucn or- 
ganization and the form of observ- 
ance is left to be decided on later. It 
is probable that some kind of a field 
day would be adopted, similar to the F. 
M. T. A. societies. 


This would be held in various places 


through the county, Pittsfield or this 
city being the first place for the affair. 
It Is expected that this plan will meet 
win favor throughout the county. 


The committee appointed last evening 


consists of Peter Uhlman, John Clark, 
John Dooley, James Clossey and Wil- 
liam P. MacDonald. 


Next to this the chief feature of the 


meeting was in connection with the 
growth of the central body and its af- 
filiated unions. Five delegates from a 
new union, the painters' union, were 
admitted at this meeting. The weav- 
ers' union reported an increase in mem- 
bership of about 60 since the last meet- 
ing, about 35 new members resulting 
from the rally held in Greylock Mon- 
day.

I latter place was made a depository on 
account of its central location for the 
small offices in the central and south- 
ern part of the county. 


The commissioners have notified all

one of the Cloutman Klondike party. 
It is dated Dawson, City, where Mr. 
C.iron is employed in the post office, 
March 39. 


The letter is accomapanied by a copy 


of the Klondike 
Nugget, a 
semi- 


weekly, published in Dawson City. It 
is a clean looking sheet 
and very 


newsy. Some of its items seem strange 
in this climate, with their accounts of 
the passable and impassabje trails* 
Tlie price of the paper is 25 cents a 
copy, or $24 a year, strictly in ad- 
vance. One of the interesting stories 
is a description of the 600 mile road 
from Dawson to Skaguay, with a list 
of hotels, and very frank opinions on 
the character of the same. 


After a brief personal introduction, 
the letter is as follows: 


First of all, what is left of 
the- 


Cloutman party, as we called it at our 
departure are all well; myself, J. T. 
Ton, 
Sylveuie Sansoucie and George 


O .Berard. The boys are working on 
the creeks and all expect to return 
home by next fall. 


I will send you a copy of one of our 


papers that is printed twice a week. 
We have also two other papers, the 
Yukon Sun and the Klondike Mirror, 
but the Nugget is the 
independent 


paper as you will see. It has no mercy 
for anybody and just now it is after 
our eommissionary with a sharp stick. 
This paper has also sent a representa- 
tive to Ottawa in regard to mining 
laws.

The large 
number of bottles picked up show the 
extent of the druggists' sales, for we 
find the labels of stores on the bottles. 
The young men boast that they can 
get what they want at the druggists.

Charles A. Babbitt, a former presi- 


dent of the common council, said his

Winch's. He was a license man all 
through the year. He believed it was 
the right way to control the liquor 
traffic. He was wililng to abide by the 
will of the 
majority. 
He opposed 


granting druggists' licenses at all. The 
law does not require your board to 
grant any license. I, of the minority, 
ask you to obey the will of the majority 
and grant no licenses. 
, 


One of the biggest trusts organized 


is the druggists' trust, rotten to the 
core, with its head at the state house. 
The head and front of it has been 
forced to resign. Its principles are rot- 
ten from the fountain head to the 
smallest town. There is a monopoly in 
this city and state. I have appeared 
before the state board of pharmacy 
and they have told me the laws was 
wholly to favor the druggists in busi- 
ness and to keep out everyone else. 


I'll wager that 19 out of 20 druggists 


voted no license and yet ask you for 
license. They are in it for what there is 
in it. 


This rum business carried on by s, 


druggists' monopoly cramps this city 
for money. The J40.000 to $50,000 fees 
are lost You are, by granting these 
drug licenses, taking $50,000 from the 
city. I appear on the financial basis. 
My fellow citizens won't call me a 
drunkard and I am not a teetotaller. 
You must say "no" all the time. 


It Is wrong in principle and law and 


wrong on the temperance ground to 
grant 15 or 20 drug license in 
the 


face of the majority. To think there Is 
only one single woman of the whole 
city conies here to express the senti- 
ments of the great majority!

I must speak o Iltle in regard to the 


weather. At first I was potnewhat 
afraid to winter here, 
they were 


saying that it was so very cold that I 
would freeze. I have got to the last of 
March and have not suffered from the 
cold any more than if I had been in 
North Adams. It is true that I have 
not been out so much as some, but I 
have been out every day taking my 
daily walk T have a fur coat hut have 
not worn it half a dozen t!me.«. I r y n 
not say that we don't have 
(.-old. 


weather here for I have seen it60below 
but very often 30 below is not colder 
than zero at home. I mean we don't 
feel the cold any more, perhaps not so 
much, for it is always clear and the 
air so dry with very little wind, and 
most always a south wind when we 
get any. On the creeks they never get 
any wind, and I can add that there 
were some three months without see- 
ing the sun too. When it is about 40 
below or more it is always foggy, you 
cannot see 100 feet before you. 


There have 'been a few persons that 


were frozen. I will mention one death 
that occurred on a creek. A man was 
found in front of his store on his knees 
in a position to light his fire. He WPS 
found in that position a few days after. 
Some had feet frozen and a number 
have had their noses frozen, but that 
comes out all right by rubbing it with 
snow. As a rule people wear a small 
piece of skin across their noses for 
protection, but after all I think this 
country is all right, and we can avoid 
getting frozen if we are a litUe care- 
ful. 
If you don't get you feet wet, as 


it happens often, stop at once at a 
cabin or make a fire to dry them. The 
mocassins that we wear for our feet 
are just fine. You can never get cold 
feet if dr^. 


We hav* not much snow although 


our sleighing began September 18 and 
we are still having good sleighing. 
Two weeks ago I was on a. high moun- 
tain and I could see part of the Rocky 
mountains. It was a beautiful sight. 
I wish that you could see our Northern 
lights here. It is wonderful to see all 
shades and colors and you think that 
you can almost reach them. Last Sun- 
day I took a walk to a small Indian 
village about three miles from here. 
I did not have on my overcoat. There 
are there about 100 families; they have 
a school conducted by some minister. 
I saw one Indian woman with her 
little baby that they call a papoose 
only three weeks old. She had it at- 
tached to her back as if it fvras an 
ordinary bundle. She was out doors 
with it. 


I am still working at the post oflice 


and like my work very much, go to 
work at 9 and get through at 5. And 
up to lately have had nothing to do, 
but since March we have had almost 
two tons of mail that has been laying 
at Lake Bennett. Richardson, the mail 
carrier, failed to fill his contract and 
his bondsmen have sent some mail on 
and now the mounted police have it in 
charge and are giving very good satis- 
faction; they have made some trips 
from Bennett lake here, a distance of 
600 miles, in 15 days, very good time, 
but now the trail is getting bad. The 
30 mile river is open and they have a 
portage thers already. 


I must stop writing for I could write 


all night and perhaps not interest you 
very much. I forgot to say that they 
don/t bring second class matter over 
the ice and what little news from the 
outside that we get is brought in by 
private parties. • 


I will mail you now and then some of 


our papers. Trusting you are well and 
North Adams booming, I remain
